The statistics also show that 
809 families have been identi- 
fied as meeting the criteria for 
the programme. 

Head of the government's 
Troubled Families programme 
Louise Casey last week visited 
the council's Family Intervention 
Project to meet some of those 
whose lives have been turned 
around. 

She said: “This programme is 
getting to grips with families 
who for too long have been 
allowed to be caught up in a 
cycle of despair. 

“These results show that a 
tough, intensive but supportive 
approach has a big impact; 
giving hope and opportunity to

Rare paintings of war 
time London on show

THE public has the chance 
to view a collection of 
rare paintings by the Jew- 
ish philanthropist Rose L 
Henriques. 

The exhibition, hosted by the 
council, is on at Tower Hamlets 
Local History Library and 
Archives until March 6. 

Lady Rose and her husband, 
Sir Basil, founded the St George's 
Jewish Settlement in Betts 
Street, Stepney in 1919. 

The Henriques developed so- 
cial welfare facilities and ser- 
vices for the deprived local 
community ranging from youth 
clubs to washrooms, which 
were open to Jews and non-Jews 
alike. 

The settlement was able to ex- 
pand into its own new premis- 
es in Berner Street in 1929, 
thanks to funding from philan- 
thropist Bernhard Baron, after 
whom the building was re- 
named. 

Rose was an avid artist, serv- 
ing on the board of the 
Whitechapel Gallery, and the 
watercolours in this collection 
are a unique record of Stepney 
around the time of the World 
War II. 

Focussing on the regular ac- 
tivities and everyday landscapes 
of the besieged borough, her 
subjects include the activities of 
the Civilian Defence Service, 
the controversial air raid shel- 
ter known as 'Tilbury', and

scenes of bombed out syna- 
gogues and churches. 

She also painted everyday 
life at the settlement building 
where she and her husband 
lived and worked. 

The exhibition has been sup- 
ported by expert art researcher 
Sara Ayad. A booklet version of 


the exhibition will be available 
in the New Year. 

The local history library is 
looking to raise a further £15,000 
to professionally conserve and 
transfer the remaining collection 
into the appropriate acid-free 
storage. 

The exhibition has received 


donations of frames by the Im- 
perial War Museum and the use 
of additional contextual im- 
ages by Ian Berry, the Jewish 
Museum and the Museum of 
London.

Fire cuts court 
challenge begins 


SEVEN councils have today 
begun a legal challenge 
against cuts that would 
close ten fire stations 
across London. 

Tower Hamlets, Camden, 
Greenwich, Hackney, Islington, 
Lewisham and Southwark are 
making an application for judi- 
cial review of the decisions by 
the Mayor of London, London 
Fire Commissioner and Lon- 
don Fire & Emergency Planning 
Authority to implement the 
Fifth London Safety Plan earli- 
er this year. 

The hearing will take place 
from November 26-28 at the 
Royal Courts of Justice in the 
Strand. 

In addition to the closure of 
ten fire stations, the plan would 
lead to the loss of 14 fire appli- 
ances and 552 firefighter posts. 


The councils argue that the 
plan does not take into account 
fire risk factors in inner London, 
which is more densely populat- 
ed, has more deprived and dis- 
advantaged residents who are 
at greater risk from fire, and 
where fire responses are often 
more complex. 

They also argue that the plan 
would have an impact on pub- 
lic safety, that the Equalities Act 
was breached, and that the con- 
sultation process was unlawful. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman 
said: “We believe that the 
planned cuts are flawed and 
could impact on the safety of all 
those who live in London, work 
in London or visit the UK's cap- 
ital city. 

“Our legal challenge aims to 
ensure that the city remains safe 
for everyone."

Anti-gang opezation nets 
armed robbery suspect

AN anti-crime partnership 
between the council and 
the Metropolitan Police 
has netted a man wanted 
for a string of violent 
armed robberies. 

On Thursday, November 21, 
Tower Hamlets Partnership Task 
Force officers were taking part 
in an anti-gang operation along- 
side the Met's central gangs 
unit, Trident. 

Automatic number plate 
readers and vehicle stops were 
used during the operation, 
which led to a Ford Focus being 
stopped by police in Wapping 
Highway. 

Initial checks on the vehicle 
and its occupants seemed to be 
in order. But officers noted some 
suspicious behaviour that 
prompted in-depth checks us- 


ing mobile fingerprint technol- 
ogy and intelligence checks. 

As a result, a passenger in the 
vehicle was found to be want- 
ed for a string of violent armed 
robberies in South London. 

The man was arrested and 
taken to an east London police 
station where the investiga- 
tion continues. 

Detective Inspector Henry 
Akhigbe, leader of the task force, 
said: “This is an excellent piece 
of proactive policing and should 
reassure the public that the 
police will pursue violent offend- 
ers and bring them to justice. My 
team are dedicated to preserv- 
ing public safety and lead the 
fight against gangs in Tower 
Hamlets." 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“In June, I launched the second 
phase of the Partnership Task 
Force, specifically to focus their 


attention on tackling vice and 
gang-related crime. Commu- 
nity Safety is one of my top pri- 
orities and this success shows 
that my investment is making 


a tangible difference in keeping 
our streets safer." 

Deputy Mayor of Tower Ham- 
lets Cllr Ohid Ahmed, said: “Our 
new team of officers is sending 


a strong message that we will 
not tolerate crime and anti- 
social behaviour in the borough, 
and is helping to ensure a good 
quality of life for residents."

Fined for mice, rat and 
cockroach infestations

FOUR Tower Hamlets’ 
businesses have been 
prosecuted by the council’s 
environmental health 
officers for food hygiene 
offences. 

Brightset Ltd, trading as Na- 
maste Restaurant at 3 West In- 
dia Dock Road, Poplar was fined 
£13,834 at Thames Magistrates' 
Court on October 24. 

Namaste was closed by envi- 
ronmental health officers on 
August 1, 2012 for a cockroach 
infestation. Owner Zahir A 1 was 
fined for four offences includ- 
ing contamination of equip- 
ment and articles which come 
into contact with food and in- 
adequate control of pests. 

The Beefeater of St Katherine's 
Dock Ltd at the Medieval Ban- 
quet, Ivory House, East Smith- 
field was fined £10,200 following 
a severe mouse infestation. 

The premises was closed by 
environmental health officers on 
July 26, 2012 for the infestation. 

The company was found guilty

control pests, failing to keep the 
premises clean and in good 
repair, failing to train, supervise 
or instruct food handlers, and 
failing to put in place a docu- 
mented food safety procedure. 

Farhana Kabir & Co Ltd, trad- 
ing as Banoful, at 159 Cannon 
Street, Shadwell was found 
guilty of five food hygiene of- 
fences following severe rat and 
cockroach infestations, and 
fined £6,600. The shop was 


closed by environmental health 
officers on July 26, 2012. 

Munir Khan, owner of Cafe 
Meeshee at 562 Mile End Road, 
was fined £3,015 for breaches of 
food hygiene standards result- 
ing from a severe mouse infes- 
tation. The cafe was closed in 
May 2012. 

Mr Khan was fined for plac- 
ing unsafe food on the market 
which had been gnawed by 
mice, for having inadequate 
procedures in place to control

Improving child rights

TOWER Hamlets is one of 
six councils to have part- 
nered with UNICEF UK for 
a groundbreaking project 
aimed at putting children’s 
rights at the forefront of 
public services. 

The Child Rights Partners 
programme was launched on 
November 20 at the House of 
Commons. UNICEF UK invited 
Tower Hamlets to be one of its 
partners in a pilot programme 
to improve how children's rights 
are considered. 

The council chose to run its 
programme in partnership with 
the local Children and Families 
Partnership Board - a forum of 
local agencies working together 


to deliver on key priorities for 
children and young people. 

The actions Tower Hamlets 
has taken include: 

■ Developing a Mayor's Child 
Rights Charter shaped by the 
Youth Council. This will lay out 
what child rights pledges are 
expected of the council and 
other organisations in the bor- 
ough that work with children 
and young people. 

■ Providers currently submit- 
ting bids to provide a substance 
misuse treatment service have 
to demonstrate how a child's 
rights will be considered 
equally during the delivery of 
the service. 

■ Forming a group of young 
commissioners who have been 
trained in child rights and will 


be involved in deciding which 
bidder (s) for the treatment ser- 
vice is successful. 

■ Applicants to the Youth 
Opportunity Fund will be unsuc- 
cessful if they fail to demon- 
strate they will meet child 
rights requirements. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman was 
one of the guest speakers at 
the launch. 

He said: “We are proud to be 
involved with UNICEF UK in this 
project, which we hope will 
lead to a step-change in how 
children are treated by public 
organisations in this country. 

“We are convinced that 
adopting a rights focus towards 
children will help us to achieve 
better outcomes, improve lives 
and get even better value for 


money. We look forward to 
being part of this groundbreak- 
ing project which will make a 
real difference to the lives of 
young people." 

Tania Begum is one of Tow- 
er Hamlets' young commis- 
sioners. She said: “We have been 
working with UNICEF UK for the 
last nine months through our 
fund giving panel, and were 
lucky enough to go to their 
head offices to receive training 
earlier this year.

The programme, which aimed 
to test at least 2,500 patients, is 
part of the trust's campaign to 
promote earlier diagnosis and 
treatment, as well as to help 
make HIV testing more normal 
for patients and the trust's non- 
sexual health clinical staff. 

Charities and support organ- 
isations, including Positive East 
in Stepney Green, backed the 
initiative with offers of help. 

Barts Health HIV consultant 
Dr Chloe Orkin said: “We want 
to make it normal for staff to 
offer HIV tests and normal for 
patients to accept them. 

“If a doctor missed a 
diabetes or cancer diagnosis, 
people would be very upset. 
Diagnosing HTV patients late by 
not testing them is just as seri- 
ous and we need to change this.'' 

Rachel Bath, HTV testing nurse 
facilitator, recruited and trained 
more than 100 student doc- 
tors to work with NHS staff in 
carrying out the tests and to 
enthuse people about testing. 

Once available, results will be 
delivered on a no news is good 
news basis' and the HIV testing 
team will contact anyone test- 
ing positive for HIV, to offer them 
care and treatment.

because it never occurred to any 
of the clinicians he saw that he 
should be tested for HIV. 

He explained: “I was ill for 
about a year and, throughout 
that time, I was sent from 
clinic to clinic for various tests 
to determine what was 
wrong with me. 

“Nobody thought to test me 
for HIV. When I was finally 
asked if I was willing to be 
tested I immediately said yes, 
let's get that out of the way'. 

“Having been found to be 
positive at 70 years old, it was 
a massive shock but once it had 
sunk in I did feel somewhat let 


down that nobody had sug- 
gested it before, despite the 
otherwise wonderful care I had 
received. 

“We need to take away the 
stigma of being tested for HIV 
so that it becomes a routine test 
for people visiting hospital irre- 
spective of their gender, ethnic- 
ity or age. That's why this project 
is so important - to get that 
message across.'' 

“We are used to seeing health 
messages about stopping smok- 
ing or having a flu-jab, and 
messages encouraging HIV test- 
ing should take an important 
place among them.”

Keeping well 
through winter 


News from Tower 
Hamlets Public 
Health 

AS the temperatures 
continue to drop and the 
days become darker, win- 
ter is really setting in. 

During the colder season, 
local health services can be 
very busy, especially if there is 
icy weather that leads to more 
slips, trips and falls. 

There are on average 2,500 
excess winter deaths per year 
in London, many of which are 
preventable. 

There are a few things that 
can help prepare you for the 
change in season. 

Ensuring you've had your flu 
jab is a good place to start. If you 
are pregnant, over the age of 
65, living with a long-term 
condition or have a weakened 
immune system, you are con- 
sidered 'at risk' and can get 
your flu vaccination from a 
majority of pharmacies in Tow- 
er Hamlets or your local GP. 
Frontline social care staff are also 
encouraged to get vaccinated. 

Ensuring your home is as 
energy efficient as possible can 
help keep costs down. You may 
even be eligible for support ser- 
vices, grants or loans that can 
help make your home warmer 
and more efficient. 

Tips for keeping 
warm and well 

Set your heating: keep warm 
by setting your heating to the 
right temperature (i8-2i°C). 
Take care of those close to you: 

look out for friends, relatives and 
neighbours who may be vulner- 
able to the cold. 

Plan ahead: stay tuned to the 
weather forecast and keep 
supplies in. 

Use appliances wisely: ensure 
your heating and cooking appli- 
ances are checked regularly. 
Eat well: regular meals help 
keep your energy levels up. Try 
to make sure that you have hot 
meals and drinks regularly 
throughout the day and aim to 


continue eating your five fruits 
and vegetables a day. 

Stay active: exercise is always 
good for you and can help 
keep you warm - even moder- 
ate, indoor exercise. 

Layer up: wear a few layers of 
thin clothing rather than one 
thick layer, and when you need 
to go outside wear shoes with 
slip resistant, good grip soles. 
Insulate your hot water tank: 
this will only cost about £10 
and you'll get your money 
back in under a year. Set the 
thermostat on the hot water 
tank to 6o°C/i40°F. 

Radiator shelves and reflec- 
tors: putting radiator reflec- 
tors or kitchen foil behind the 
radiator can help heat reflect 
into a room rather than being 
lost to the wall or the ceiling. 
Room heaters: if you need an 
individual room heater for ad- 
ditional heat, or if you do not 
have central heating, the most 
efficient type is a thermostati- 
cally controlled convector heater 
with timer.

New appeal over 
1997 pub murder

DETECTIVES investigating 
the murder of a man in 
Wapping 16 years ago 9 
have made a fresh appeal 
on BBC’s Crimewatch. 

A £20,000 reward remains on 
offer for information leading to 
the arrest and prosecution of the 
killers of John Kennedy. 

Detective Chief Inspector John 
Sandlin, of the Homicide and 
Major Crime Command, joined Mr 
Kennedy's family on the pro- 
gramme to appeal for witnesses. 

Mr Kennedy's family said: 
“Please help us to finally get jus- 
tice for our loved one whom is 
forever missed and will never 
be forgotten. 

“There are many people who 
witnessed this murder and have 
not spoken out due to either mis- 
guided loyalty or code of conduct. 

“John's life was taken away 
and the murderer should be held 
accountable for his death. Please 
find it in your hearts after 16 
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John Kennedy 


years to do the right thing.” 

Mr Kennedy was 31 when he 
was stabbed during a fight at the 
Railway Arms pub, in Sutton 
Street, at about 5.50am on Sat- 
urday, February 8, 1997. A full in- 
vestigation was carried out but 
the killer remains at large. 

Mr Kennedy, a self-employed 
electrician and keen footballer, 
had been out the night before 
his death with friends. 

They visited several pubs, ar- 
riving at the Railway at 3 am. 

The victim was approached 


by a man he knew and an ani- 
mated conversation took place. 

A fight broke out and Mr 
Kennedy was stabbed. 

The father-of-two, of Oban 
Street, Poplar, collapsed to the 
floor and the suspect made off 
in a car with another man. 

Mr Kennedy was taken to the 
Royal London Hospital, where 
he died that morning. 

DCI Sandlin said: “There were 
approaching 60 people in the 
Railway Arms at that time who 
saw or know what happened, 
but chose not to talk to police. 

“There were others who did 
initially talk to us, but then 
withdrew their statements. 

“Some of those reluctant to 
talk to us at the time may now 
feel able to. We would ask them 
to come forward. 

“John's family cannot rest 
until justice is served.”

“Governors play a key role in the success 
of any school and, at Swanlea, we have been 
most fortunate," head teacher Brenda 
Landers said. 

“School governance requires a great 
deal of time and hard work. Habib Rahman 
has worked with Swanlea's community for 
nearly 20 years, and that is a considerable 
achievement." 

Annette Austin, a governor at the school, 
said: “Mr Rahman is a dedicated chair and 
committed to the ongoing development 
and sustainability of the school. 

“He is prudent and careful with school 
funds, but he always makes sure we are 
spending our money on pupil needs and 
providing the best opportunities for stu- 
dents and the community. 

“He is a cohesive force between the 
school and local community and 
encourages, by example, participation in 
school activities."

Living Warm Living Well - mn 
in conjunction with environ- 
mental charity Global Action 


Plan and British Gas - will use 
doctors and community nurses 
from Barts Health Trust to pro- 
vide information while treating 
the elderly and those with car- 
diac and respiratory conditions. 

The aim is to deliver im- 
provements to over 250 homes 
across Tower Hamlets during 
the winter, reduce the number 


of hospital admissions caused 
by winter-related diseases, and 
cut avoidable deaths as a direct 
result of cold homes. 

Assistance will include 
providing insulation and gas 
boiler upgrades - in most cas- 
es fully funded - to those eligi- 
ble, and giving advice on energy 
saving actions and fuel debt. 


Trust environmental manag- 
er Fiona Daly said: “We hope the 
pilot will offer sound advice and 
practical action to improve the liv- 
ing environments of those who 
live in our health catchments. 

“Also we hope to reduce 
health related illnesses for vul- 
nerable members of our com- 
munities, and help to reduce the 


number of people dying from 
cold homes. 

“The measures, which in most 
cases are free of charge to those 
eligible for the scheme, will 
enable individuals to heat their 
homes more efficiently and for 
less money.”

She was 
the first East Ender... or at least the 
earliest we can trace. 


Book takes a step back in 
time for East End London 



The Carthage Stone was set into the 
wall of Stepney Churchyard alongside 
a carved inscription which claimed it 
as part of the wall of ancient Carthage 

rather created smaller settlements, each 
ruled by a chieftain. Thus Blida would give 
his name to Bethnal Green, Hacca to Hack- 



Her skeleton was taken from the 
Blackwall mud, where she had been buried 
some 6,000 years before. 

East End historian and author Jane Cox 
was once the Principal Assistant Keeper of 
Public Records, and has written a number 
of guides to tracing your ancestors, and 
using the Public Record office at Kew, but 
surely she's never gone quite this far back 
before. But perhaps our unnamed an- 
tecedent is a perfect starting point for Jane 
Cox's latest work on East End history. 

For this is a book of the most ambitious 
scope, starting from a time when our area 
was inhabited though London didn't yet 
exist. And taking us right through to our 
post-industrial present, where the docks be- 
come Docklands. 

It's interesting in fact to see the creation 
of London as not the start of life and soci- 
ety here, but rather the interruption of it. 
By the time the Romans came, in 55 and 
54BC, the rich and fertile plains around the 
Thames, with the waters frequently flood- 
ing and receding, were well-farmed lands, 
and the people of what we now call the Iron 
Age were organised into tribes and em- 
bryonic kingdoms. The Romans returned 
to colonise a century later and create Lon- 
dinium, yet it's from the later invaders, from 
northern German, that we get most of our 
East End place names. 

By the early seventh century, the Saxons 
had created their own London (Lundewic) 
to the west of the old city walls, and the 
Roman baths at Shadwell were long de- 
molished. The Saxons didn't build on the 
Roman model, of a 
fortified city 
of stone, 
but 


ins of the old Roman metropolis. London 
was about to be born as a great city. 
The Tower Hamlets would not exist 


without a Tower of course. The Norman 


invasion shifted the centre of power in Lon- 
don to a castle fortified to a degree the Sax- 
ons and Danes (in their wattle and daub 
huts and wooden forts) would have mar- 
velled at. The original White Tower was built 
of limestone lugged from Caen in France, 
and protected by massive walls and deep 
ditches. 'The Wapping miller, the Stepney 
ploughman, the shopkeeper up at 
Aldgate Street' would be left in 
no doubt of the military 


ney, Deorlof to Dalston. 

And their language took names from the 
land itself, with Walpol (marsh) becoming 
Wapping, and the brambly banks of the 
Lea (Bramblege), eventually becoming 
Bromley. 

It's with the sweep of Christianity across 
England, during what we rather dismissively 
dub 'the Dark Ages' that the future struc- 
ture of the East End began to coalesce. That 
first permanent settlement of the invad- 
ing Saxons, Stybbanhythe, set on high 
ground above Ratcliffe (hythe is a haven), 
became Stepney and got its own bishopric, 
with a grand manor belonging to the 
Bishop of London. 

Paganism was still a powerful force, but 
increasingly the Church became rich, pow- 
erful and the basis for Londoners lives - wor- 


ship at set times, tithes paid to (what would 
become) the parish. And in time, the new 
Londoners would move back inside the ru- 



power of the Frenchmen who were now 
their masters. The language of court, too, 
would be changed for generations, before 
mutating into what we now call English. 

And one of that languages great masters 
would be living in the East End. In the 15th 
century, Geoffrey Chaucer, from his room 
above the 'Aid gate' (old gate) watched the 
comings and goings down the road from 
the City, out into Middlesex and Essex, and 
down to Kent, as the pious Londoners 
made their pilgrimages. 400 years later, 
Charles Dickens would watch their de- 
scendants board the Norwich coach in The 
Pickwick Papers, en route to more secular 
entertainments. 

It's a breathless and sometimes 
exhausting romp through a few millennia 
of London history, and that does give a 
flavour of the constant change so typical 
of the Tower Hamlets. 

Perhaps the East End (like America) is 'an 
idea, a process' rather than a place. Certainly 
if you picked up a tavern-going pal of 
Chaucer from 1400s Aldgate and plonked 
him in the Whitechapel Road of the 17th 
century, he might have trouble getting his 
bearings. 

Many of the old inns would remain, but 
many more had been swept away by the 
Great Fire, and wood building had (by law) 
been supplanted by stone. Whitechapel, 
Stepney, Spitalfields and Wapping were 
much more crowded by now too, culmi- 
nating in the appalling poverty of the 19th 
century 'stews' and 'rookeries'. 

And our medieval cockney would have 


had difficulty understanding the language. 
An influx of proto Germans, French, Dutch- 
men and Flemings were subtly altering the 
vocabulary and pronunciation generation 
by generation, while a linguistic revolution 
called 'The Great Vowel Shift' forever cut 
cockneys off from the rest of England 
with their short vowel pronunciations 
('cud' and 'glass' rhyming with 'wood' and 
'sparse' in the rest of the country). 

The 15th century had been a turbulent time 
of 'foreigners, floods and fighting' but wages 
were growing again in the wake of the dev- 
astation to the population caused by the Black 
Death. London thus sucked people in from 
all areas of the country and Continent, ea- 
ger to escape the poverty of the countryside. 

London grew inexorably. And with the Tu- 
dors, the waterside hamlets of Wapping and 
Ratcliff became 'sailortown', the funnel 
through which the fruits of a global empire 
were channelled. And the East End was al- 
ways different. During the Civil War of the 
1640s, if London as a whole was staunch- 
ly Presbyterian and with Parliament against 
the King, the East End was a hive of religious 
sects and noncomformists. 

And so we journey to 'from Docks to Dock- 
lands', a chapter given the rather plaintive 
title 'postscript'. Is that to suggest that the 
East End has had its day? Unlikely - Cox's 
story of the East End is one of constant re- 
generation and making anew. Our gener- 
ations stretch back beyond the dawn of 
recorded history. . . they have a way to go yet.

THE Mayor’s education achievement 
ceremony was held on November 21 
at the Troxy in Limehouse.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

The Tower Hamlets Local List is a list of buildings, structures and features 
considered to be of local importance for their architectural or historic interest. It is 
a means to protect local heritage assets that are valued as distinctive elements of 
the local historic environment. 

The Local List identifies and locates locally important heritage assets and ensures 
that care is taken over decisions affecting the future of these buildings or features; 
it is a material consideration in the determination of planning applications that 
directly affect them or their setting. 

Next year will be the centenary of the start of World War I and the Council is seeking 
to assess, catalogue and where necessary protect local War Memorials. We would 
like your view regarding these proposals. 

A copy of the draft revised Local List (including the addition of 45 War Memorials, 
the removal of 12 properties which have been statutorily listed and are therefore 
protected elsewhere, and the removal of 1 building which has been demolished) 
may be inspected on the Council’s website (www.towerhamlets.gov.uk) or at the 
reception at the Town Hall, Mulberry Place and at Idea Stores, Libraries and One 
Stop Shops.

DARREN Barker is a 
man with a mission - and 
that could spell bad news 
for Gemany’s three-time 
world champion Felix 
Sturm when they meet 
in Stuttgart on Saturday, 
December 7. 

Barker, the classy ex-Repton 
star, is putting his IBF mid- 
dleweight title on the line in the 
German hero's back garden. 

But Barker isn't worried about 
defending his crown on foreign 
soil because he won it by going 
abroad to Atlantic City and 
beating the very capable Daniel 
Geale in August. Before that he 
went to the same City to face 
Argentine Sergio Martinez. 

Martinez and his team con- 
sidered it a one-sided match, but 
although Barker was eventual- 
ly stopped it wasn't before he 
had broken the champion's 
nose and ripped open a gash on 
his forehead. 

Which is one of the reasons 
why Barker himself doesn't 
fear Sturm and is confident 
that he'll retain his title in style. 


Barker also knows that being 
world champion in this division 
is a passport to the big money 
league and he means to cash in 
while he can. 

“I worked so hard to win the 
title and there's no way I'm let- 
ting it go now,” said Barker. 

"Felix is a quality boxer and 
was a great champion, and a 
massive star in Germany. 

"But the confidence that 
comes from winning a title is 
massive. I can 100 per cent guar- 
antee I will be leaving Ger- 
many still champion.”

Eating out, eating in 


Wine is a real winner 



The cheese and wine selections are great at Grapeshots 


Try panettone as 
a festive dessert

AS winter sets in and 
everything around takes 
on a Dickensian tint, what 
better place to scuttle to 
than Artillery Passage in 
Spitalfields. 

This remains one of my 
favourite areas of London, and 
comes alive at this time of year 
due to the sheer cosiness en- 
forced by the cobbled streets, 
flanked with terraced cottages 
and townhouses. 

Grapeshots pays heed to its 
location and refers to an artillery 
term describing a type of can- 
non shot - a mass of small 
metal balls encased in canvas, 
used with devastating effect 
against infantry at short range. 

The restaurant has lanterns 
in the windows, candles on the 
tables and claret red walls and 
wood panelling: cosy and invit- 
ing as the weather starts to en- 
courage hibernation. 

Its menu is short - too short 
in my humble opinion - with of- 
ferings of bangers and mash, 
fish and chips and the usual sus- 
pects for pub grub. 

In contrast, the wine list is ex- 
traordinary and comes alive 
with suggestions, ideas and 
creativity. Food seems to be the 
poor cousin to this generous 


offering and I wondered why 
they couldn't do both. 

We plumped for a delicious 
Semilion Sauvignon from West- 
ern Austrailia, offered by the 
glass, carafe or bottle, but to nar- 
row our choice down to just one 
wine took some time! 

Uninspired by soup, pate or 
smoked salmon starter options, 
we settled on fish and chips and 
risotto for mains. The fish and 
chips were as you would expect, 
with a good sized cod. 

The mushy peas accompani- 


ment, I'm afraid, was a let down. 

My apple and stilton risotto 
was pretty toothsome though, 
with deliciously salty stilton 
that did not overwhelm the 
other ingredients. 

The pudding choice was trea- 
cle tart or cheeses. There's a 
proudness to the cheese selec- 
tion and, again, I'm left think- 
ing so much attention is paid to 
the wines and the cheeses that 
the food in between feels like a 
filler, and unnecessarily so. 

Service was friendly and 


attentive, striking a good balance 
throughout. 

Two ate one course and 
shared a carafe of wine for £50 
including service. Expect pricey 
pub grub unmatched to the 
wine choice on offer. 

This may be a better venue 
to enjoy your wines and pair 
with the larger selection of 
cheeses on offer rather than a 
meal out.

170°C (325°F), gas mark 3.

3. Melt the butter in a frying 
pan over medium heat and fry 
the Panettone for 2-3 minutes 
or until golden on both sides. 

4. Arrange the bread slices 
with the crumbled pudding, 
overlapping slightly in a 
baking dish. 

5. Pour the milk and cream
